PROPEU rUESSURE IN COEESE MAKINO. 


A frequent mistake is to apply too 
strong pressure at first to the newly- 
hooped curd. 
The pressure should be 
gradual, aud the snug squeeze only given 
after several hours, 
Tho white whey 
tnat starts from a severely pressed curd 
is rich in butter fats, which will not ap- 
pear if 
the curd is allowed to settle 
firmly in the hoop before strong pressure 
is applied, 
Tho facts go to show that 
the average full cream cheese has parted 
with far too much of its fats in 'press, 
vats, drainers aud hoops, and is often 
found to be a half skim when it reaches 
tho 
consumer. 
Great 
hue-and-cry is 
raised over the idea that it is commer- 
cial wisdom to take out a pound of but- 
ter fat to each hundred pounds of milk, 
which tests four and one-half per cent, 
fat for cheese making. 
The cheese is 
no better that has lost that amount of 
fat in 
manufacture than 
is another 
cheese from which has been skimmed an 
equal amount, and the balance of the fat 
retained 
by skillful manufacture. 
A 
little care at the beginning of the opera- 
tions will always prevent such wastes 
and result in a better 
product.—Ameri-

Some Curious Lobsters. 


Visitors to Portland Pier,Me.,who lia^^- 
pened one day not long since to drop into 
the lobster house of Mr. Lewis McDonald 
were favored with a view of a bright blue 
lobster which was caught oil Cape Eliza- 
beth by a Peak's Island 
fisherman. 
The 
color was decidedly dillerent from 
the 
green of the ordinary lobfjier. 
On 
the 
back the blue was of 
that deep variety 
that belongs to indigo, and toward 
the 
extremities and under parts shaded oflE to 
a fainter but still unmistakable tint, and 
thence into a pure white. 
The 
under 
part of one of the claws is almost a pure 
white. 
The 
lobster is about eleven 
inches long. 
One claw is of 
full size, 
while the other is very small. 
It is said 
that one other blue lobster 
has 
been 
caughtoll the cupe this season. Mr, Mc- 
Douald thinks of preserving the speci- 
men. 


He has also a pure 
white 
lobster 
caught about five years ai/o and pre- 
served in alcohol, 3Ir. McDonald thinks 
It is tho only one ever caught. 


¡Some of those who viewed the blue 
lobster recalled other queer lobsters that 
have been seen in Portland. 
Not long 
ago W. S. Trcfelhen had a lobster that 
was half green aud half red. 
A straight, 
pe:fe<;tly distinct line ran from head to 
tail alon^ the back of the crustacean. 


A VETEUINAIIY VIEW OP CRUELTT. 
The following is the report of a com- 
mittee appointed by the British National 
Veterinary Congress for the purpose of 
iurther considering the subject of cruelty 
to animals fiom a veterinary point of 
view, and publishing a declaration in 
the name of the Congress 
on 
certain 
practices 
and 
painful operations 
on 
animals. 


Lameness may be painless or painful. 
Those cases where the lameness passes 
off with exercise are prima facie cases 
that 
are accompaoitd 
by 
pain—this 
specially applies to cases of navicular dis- 
ease and spavin. 
In such cases horses 
ought not 
to be 
worked, and when 
worked it is cruelty. 


The practice called twitching causes 
acute pain and is frequently unjustifi- 
able. 


Burning gas for lampas is cruelty. 
Knocking out wolf teeth is cruelty. 
Extracting temporary teeth save for a 
surgical reasun is crueltv. 


Docking and nicking horses are cruel. 
Marking and branding animals when 
necessary, should be performed by the 
quickest and least painful method. 


Worming the tail, docking and crop- 
ping tho ears of dogs are unnecessary aud 
therefore cruel operations. 


Operations of various kinds are fre- 
quently performed on animals by igno- 
rant persons,and much cruelty is caused 
thereby,which ought to be publicly dep- 
recated and prevented by law. 
All pain- 
ful operations not required for the good 
of the animal operated on are of a cruel 
nature. 
No operation causing pain to 
an animal should be performed by an 
unskilful person. 
All nctiessary opera- 
tions ought to be periormed in a scien- 
tific manner 
and 
by the most human 
methods, in order thereby to prevent the 
infliction of unnecessary pain.—Western 
Agriculturist.

LAMINITIS, OR FOUNDER. 


Founder may arise from various causes, 
ouch as continued bad shoeing, freezing 
of the feet, overexertion, a sudden chill 
irom drinking cold water when heated, 
or overloading the stomach with 
whole 
hard corn or other grain. 
In the initial 
stages there is usually a stillness of one 
or both front iegs, and by careful exam- 
ination you -will find that the feet are 
feverish and tender and this is why tho 
mare moves about in her endeavor to re- 
lieve the pain in her legs and feet, 
lie- 
move her shoes and poultice her front 
feet until the fever subsides and tender- 
ness is entirely removed. 
Warm poul- 
tices are best during 
cold 
or 
cool 
weather, but in warm weather cold ones 
are preferable. 
Give tho mare twenty 
drops of tincture of aconite in three or 
four ounces of water to allay the fever, 
and repeat the next day if the fever con- 
tinues unabated. 
Keep the mare's stall 
well covered with clean straw for bed- 
ding, and encourage her to lie down as 
much as possible. 
Give steamed 
or 
boiled corn or oats while under treat- 
ment, and when all signs of fever have 
subsided put on a bar shoe it the soles 
of her feet are at all tender; if not, allow

as to lovers and the gooseberry. 


Shrewd flockmasters put to use a ewe 
that has lost her lamb by making her act 
as wet nurse fot lost or discarded lambs. 


If they are picked regularly during tho 
season geeae should average a pound of 
feathers each, and this should make them 
pay. 


Hay that is cut, cured and housed be- 
tween daylight and dark does not often 
lose its sweetness by being sun burned or 
water soaked. 


Often when the lambs are doing well 
one is apt to think a little extra feeding 
will make them do better, but this gen- 
erally proves a mistake. 


Most of tUe disease which is reported 
each year among sheep is the direct re- 
sult of exposure, neglect, etarvation and 
unhealthy surroundings. 


It may not pay the majority of farmers 
to make a specialty of dairying, but in 
connection with other products it 
can 
readily be made profitable. 


Why not train the calves to lead and 
train the boys to lead them, and if well 
followed would often save much trouble 
in the handling of the cattle. 


Both the animal and vegetable king- 
doms arc subject to the same laws. Seeds 
as well as stock may be improved by 
careful selection and breeding. 


The advantage of barn cisterns cannoi 
be over estimated. 
Providing water foi 
the stock, they prevent water Irom the 
roofs filtering through the manure. 


There is only one way to mn a dairy 
successfully, and that is to make a busi- 
ness oi it. 
The farm must be adjunct to 
the dairy, not the dairy to the farm. 


Give the boy all the hard jobs and the 
chores that you don't want to do your- 
self, if you want him to leave the farm. 
It is a pretty sure way to accomplish 
this. 


On a majority of farms milk could bo 
used with morn profit in feeding it to the 
pigs, poultry, and calves than in making 
it into butter and selling it at ten cents a 
pound. 


Are you thinking of feeding corn and 
making "big" hogs for next winter's 
market? 
If so, you have not observed 
that "light bacon" hogs are the ones that 
bring top prices. 


If you plant a lield of sweet corn, in 
order to experiment a little with green 
soiling this fall, don't have it a half mile 
away from the stable.

The man who wants to buy a Jersey, 
bull and who has not made a study of 
pedigrees will have to trust a good deal 
to the honesty of a reputable breeder to- 
supply what he needs, 
A trade-mark fon 
honesty is valuable property whether one 
sells bulls, fertilizers, or flour. 


Careless and unkempt attendants who 
force cows into filthy stables are respon- 
sible for the inferior if not poisonous 
milk served to customers. 
Clean sur- 
roundings 
conduce 
to good 
health, 
whether of man or beast. 
Time 'con- 
sumed in making a cow comfortable will ' 
be as money in the dairyman's ijocket. 


It is not a new fact, but yet a remark- 
able one, that if a fruit tree, apple, pear 
or cherry, bo stripped entirely of its barki 
in the second week in June a new sur- 
face of bark will immediately take thq 
place of the older one.

'ashionable Parisians 
pay one visit 
at 
.east before it closes. 


2sot many people are admitted to see 
;he curious spectacle which I saw in a 
Dooth at the back of the fair yesterday, 
[t was a colony of professional beggars, 
jf the 
peculiar 
variety known as the 
Evooden bowl men, "Sawed-oils" would 
DC the American vernacular for them, 
^nd the name certainly' strikes one as 
ippropriate, when he sees the curious, 
(vhimsically deformed crcatures hopping 
ibout under iiis very feet, looking up in 
ais face,aud in a whining voice demand- 
ing alms. 


These beggais have either lost their 
lower limbs entirely,or they are withered 
or paralyzed, so that each man, aud wo- 
man, too. present the singular spectacle 
of the half of a body seated in a large 
wooden bowl, to which it is strapped. 
The cripple then propels himself or her- 
self by usiug the hand as feet, and mak- 
ing the bowl clump, clump, clump along 
over the pavements. 
It is almost im- 
possible to refuse charity to otie of these 
humble 
creatures when 
you find him 
blocking the way at the entrance of a 
booth. 


I found so many of these personages 
at the tair that I was astonished. 
I con- 
cluded that they must know each other, 
and have some general place of rendez- 
vous. 
So I looked them up. 


I found, as I suspected, tnat there was 
a great gathering of these cripples to 
''work** the fair. 
They were under the 
care of one man, who gave them regular 
weekly wages, and very good ones, too, 
and who was coining a fortune out of 
what they brought in. 
About forty of 
them in a good day's work, 
would tura 
in nearly a thousand francs ($200), which 
allowed more profit apparently than any 


The sawed-otis are prourt ot tlioir pro- 
fossion. Some of them, when they reach 
their majority, go into business for them- 
selves, and accumulate fortunes by work- 
ing the public 
skillfully. 
Others arc 
kept down 
by 
their vices—they arc 
mostly foud of drink—and remain in a 
kind of apprentu^eship all their lives. 
They seem to live as long as anybody 
else. 


''Sometimes a father will uot 'UotMiis 
child short of one or two francs daily.

"The investment is heavier than you 
suppose," this man said, *'for before a 
good beggar of this kind is ready for the 
market he represents quite a large sum 
in cash. 
There were

when the making of artificial limbs was 
almost unknown, and they used to get 
about very quickly 
in their wooden 
bowls, 


**Iu modern days these cripples are 
not numerous enough for business, so 
there is a company which produces them 
by artificial means. 
Most of these poor 
creatures whom you see hopping about 
in their bowls come from Spain, aud the 
greater 
part 
from 
the 
villages 
ueur 
Tolosa, not very far from 
the French 
frontier, 


"The agent goes around among the 
poor families in search of children with 
some slight defect in the lower limbs, 
lie linds a good many in the course of a 
year among the peasantry, and he per- 
suades the parents to let the child be 
leased for a term of years. 
This is gen- 
erally accom|)unied with the condition 
that the child shall be transformed into 
a wooden bowl cripple, but sometimes 
the parents are deceived. 


"If the child has withered limbs they 
they are amputated, aud in six months 
the child IS a first-class sawed-olï, pro- 
vided with a terrible story of a "fright- 
ful accident," and he works tho large 
cities for years with great success. 


"If the limbs are simply deformed, 
the 'beggar-makers,' as they are called, 
operate on the child by compreising the 
Jimbs with bandages uutil they wither, 
stopping tho circulation of the blood 
little by little. 
This is /lone with the 
greatest skill, and tho children are pei- 
Buaded to undergo the torture by the 
assurance that, having sacrificed them- 
selves for tho good ol their families, they 
will certainly go to Paradise, 
This is 
Ihe great argument also used with the 
mothers to co:iviuce 
them that they 
ought to permit their olïij^)riug3 to he 
Reformed.

Ileckoniiig Timo by the Stars. 


The astronomers at the National Ob- 
servatory, Washington, do not calculate 
time by the sun, 
l)ut by the 
"fixed" 
stars, which are so "fixed" on account ol 
being so far away from the earth that in 
some instances they do not change their 
relative positions to our little planet in 
years. 
This being the case, the ultra- 
exact astronomers remark that star time 
is the only true time to go by. 
In cal- 
culating "star time" the observers use a 
large-sized telescope and watch for a 
given star to cross the plane of a certain 
kuown meridian. As the star crosses the 
observer records it to the most minute 
fraction of a second, usiug a star-time 
clock with a twenty-four hour dial for 
that purpose. 
The clock and the stai 
may or may not correspond, but that 
simple fact makes no dilference to the 
star-gazer, who is renowned for his abil- 
ity for using a half a hundred figures for 
expressing 
the distance in miles to his 
fio-called "fixed" clock regulators. 
The 
error, should one be detected, although 
it is but the twentieth of a second, is 
corrected later ou. 
In his next calcula- 
tion, computation and operation, the ob- 
server reduces the time as shown by his 
star clock so that it corresponds with sun 
time, which is no small mathematical 
feat, especially when we take into con- 
sideration the fact that the sidereal or 
star year is about one jull day longer 
than the solar or sun year. 
A "stand- 
ard" time clock stands near the time- 
piece whose regulat(»r is the stars; the 
amount ot variation between tho two is 
calculated, and the next instant exact 
time is transmitted all over the laud.

Washington writer, who knows whereof 
he speakes, says that it takes twenty-one 
weeks to proj>erly regulate and test the 
chronometers used by the Navy Depart- 
ment 
of 
the 
United States, 
During 
these tests they are subjected to every 
known 
degree of heat aud cold with 
which they are at nil likely to come in 
contact,—tìt. Louis Star Sayings,

Jellied Chicken—Boil thoroughly so 
mat the bones will drop away from th< 
meat, then return it to 
the 
water and 
keep it there over night. 
Next morning 
chop the chicken into very line pieces, 
and to it add salt and butter and a little 
pepper if needed. 
Mix thoroughly and 
turn into molds to harden. 


Cream of Rice Soup—Two quarts ol 
chicken stock, one teacu]> of 
rice, 
a 
quart of cream or milk, a small onion, a 
stock of celery, salt and pepper to taste. 
Cook slowly two hours; put through a 
sieve, add seasoning and tho milk or 
cream which has been allowed to come 
just to a boil; if milk, use also a table- 
spoonful of butter, 


Apple Plums—Wash, seed and stew 
a pound of raisins until they swell with 
tenderness; then add a quantity of apples 
cut in quarters and cook until soft, using 
honey or sugar to sweeten them, and 
lemon peel, nutmeg aud cinnamon lor 
flavor. 
Dried apples or peaches, soaked 
over night are just as good 
as greeu 
fruit. 
It is usual to have three times as 
many apples as plums, but this is a mat- 
ter of taste and expense. 


Quince Jelly—Small quinces of un- 
equal sizes may be used for jelly, but 
they should be fully ripe; wash them, 
cut them in small pieces, removing the 
cores, and put them in a preserving ket- 
tle over the lire in just enough water to 
cover them; keep the kettle covered and 
gently simmer the fruit until it forms a 
soft pulp; pour this pulp into a jolly bag ( 
and let tho juice run from it all night. 
Measure the juice, put it into tho pre- 
serving kettle, add u pound of sugar to 
each pint of juicR, and stir them together 
until the sugar is dissolved; then place 
the kettle over the fire and boil tho jelly 
for twenty minutes, or until a little of it 
cooled on a saucer stiffens at once. 
Put 
the jeliy into glasses while it is warm, 
and when it i3 quite cold 
close it air 
tight.

of tho 
United States to procu.o and forward to 
the State Department all such seeds of 
plants as they thought could be culti- 
vated successfully in thoir own couutry. 
It is only recently,however, that sj'stom- 
atic 
ellorts havt- been made to rollort 
valuable seeds from all 
parts 
of the 
world by the rnitt» ! States Agricultural 
Department, antl to distribute them gen- 
erally throughout the dillorcnt States. 


To-day the Agricultural Department is 
of great importance to the t^ountry, aud 
its clTectivc work in experimenting with 
larm crops and issuing valuable scien- 
tific bulletins, <"umot be nvcr estimated 
by the farming olassea of tho Nation. The 
Seed Division sends out annual reports 
as to what seed arc of tho greatest value 
in certain sections, and then it supple- 
ments this advisory work by supplying 
the farmers with great quantities of pure 
seeds such as are recommended by thoir 
bulletins, 


TUe colloction of those tons of seed^ is 
interesting. 
In special casos tho G.w- 
ornmout has its own seed farms, where 
cortain varieties arc cultivated and gath- 
ered with groat care; but tho vast ma- 
jority an» purchasetl by spt oial rontraot 
from largo seed growers. 
Responsible 
seed growers give a guarautee that thoir 
seed will roach a certain standard of 
purity, vitality and cleanness, 
aud the 
Department reserves the right to reject 
them if they do not staud the Govern- 
ment test, 


Tho seeds are tested in a patent seed- 
tester first, and thon in a propagating 
house, and iinally by tho botanist of tho 
Seed Division. 
If ninety per rout, of 
them germinate they 
are arcoptcd as 
worthy of distribution, and iu cortain 
cases of rare plants they simply have to 
approximato Irom scventy-iive tí» eigluy- 
flve per cent. 
The Governmont agents 
visit the various seed larnier-i in the 
country, and if thoir work appears favor- 
able they arc allow to oiler a bid for 
certain (juantitios of seeils which appear 
to thrive we'l on their farms. 


Congress annually appropriates a suf- 
iicient sum for the pnrchasim^ anil dis- 
tribution of those seeds. 
The iirst real 
u})propriation for this work was in Í¡S3ü, 
and amounted only to §lUOi), which was 
to be tuken from the Patent Oiiie.' fun .1. 
This sum was gradually increased each 
3'ear until 1854, wüeu it reachod 
000 a year, but to-day it is 6*100,OOJ,* 
which is bv no moius too much. 


The distribution of the seeds ha^ al- 
ways been a matter of diiliculty, and 
with every Administration the question 
has been brought up for discussion. The 
method adopted to-day is a somewhat 
complicated one, but* it appears to give 
satisfaction. 
The seeds aro distributed 
through Öenatorri and Members of Con- 
gress, experiment stations aud agricultural 
colleges of the dillerent States, ojunty 
and State statistical agents, agricultural 
societies, and to miscellaneous applicant«. 
Through 
these various aiion 
tu -ai; 
five million packages of 
• 
arc dis- 
tributed to the farmers 
..li oaria of the 
couutry. 


The seeds arc sent through the post- 
office free, and the average weight for 
the past few years distributed through 
the mail department has been 200 tons. 
A force of about 100 men has been n* 
quired to pack aud mail the seeds that 
have been sent out in this way. 


The value of the !5eod Division is ap- 
parent on every sido. 
Nearly all plants 
that can possibly be grown in this couu- 
try have been introduced from abroad, 
and the Government has taken special 
pains to collect, not only the linest speci- 
mens of the seeds but the latest and most 
trustworthy accounts of their cultivation. 
From Japan, China, Persia and South 
America lare 
and little known fruits 
have been brought here and aiv now be- 
ing cultivated successfully in Florida and 
California. 
Our hothouses aud lionil I'S- 
tablishments are full of rare plants that 
were never seen upon this continent ten 
or fifteen years ago. 


But the good accomplished h'l^ not 
halted in any department. 
The wheat, 
corn and vegetabk* products have 
boeu 
enhanced 
through 
tho ellorts 
of the 
Government. 
íáuperiur varieties of all 
of these plants have been rccomineudod 
and distributed by the Govcrumout (,u: 
certain 
sections of 
the laud 
i 'la- 
yield per acre has buen increased nearly 
one-fifth iu many States. 


Wo are 
pre-eminently 
a land 
of 
fanners. 
Our chief industry is farming, 
and the co-operation of the Governmeut 
iu forwarding the interests of this work 
has been a successful e.xperiment. Every
